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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/3/2007 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 - 9, drawn to a sensor, classified in class 422, subclass 56. 

II. Claim 10, drawn to a process of making a sensor, classified in class 264, subclass 
1.31 

ID. Claim 1 1, drawn to a process of using a sensor, classified in class 436, subclass 
164. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product structure as claimed can be made by another and materially different process not 
specifically requiring the use of a pore-forming agent in situ. Regarding invention I, apparatus 
claim 1 is considered a product-by-process claim. The determination of patentability is based 
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upon the apparatus structure itself The patentability of a product or apparatus does not depend 

on its method of production or formation. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 

same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the 

prior product was made by a different process. See In re Thorpe, 111 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 

964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (see MPEP § 21 13). 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 

shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 

product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 

i 

as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case, the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced 
with another materially different product. For example, the method of invention III does not 
specifically require the use of a sensor comprising a medium having specific groups for 
interaction with an analyte. 

Inventions II and III are directed to related methods that involve a sensor comprising a 
holographic element. The related inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and 
(3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j) In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed have different modes of operation and functions. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
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inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
